Farmers of Three Districts Gather at Wren's 
Grove. A Number of Prominent Speakers 
Present. Minister of the Interior Ad- 
dresses Gathering, Emphasizing 
the Importance ofthe Farm- 
ing Industry. 


The second. annual pienie celebrat- 
ing the organization of the Alberta 
Farmers’ association in the districts 
of Clover Bar, East Clover Bar and 
Agricola, was held Wednesday under 
the auspices of the three loeal 


branches in Uren’s Grove, Kast Clov- 
er Bar. The day was fine and bright, 
and a large attendance of the farm- 
ers with their wives and families were 
present. The greater part of the day 
was spent in true picnic style. The 
women opened the baskets and spread 
the tables, assisted by the more gal- 
lant and energetic men on hand, The 
men sat under the trees, and discuss- 
éd the crops and beef monopoly, and 
exchanged opiniong on a dozen sub- 
jects. 

A programme of speeches and sports 
was arranged. Hon. Frank Oliver, 
Minister of the Interior, was present 
in the afternoon, accompanied by J. 
R. Boyle, M.P.P. for Sturgeon, Dr. 
Gunn, member for South Huron, in 
the House of Commons, was also a 
visitor and guest. Mr. D. W. Warner, 
ex-president of the A. F. A.. 
chairman of the occasion. 

When the hour for speaking arrived 
the boys pulled a big democrat into 
the area, and from this improvised 
rostrum the speeches were made. 

Mr. Warner, in opening the  pro- 
gramme, was so lavish of his words 
of praise that one of the speakera re- 
marked» Mr. Warner was the first Am 
erican he knew who had kissed the 
blarney stone. 

The Chairman’s Address. 

Mr. Warner, in a few well chosen 
remarks, stated the objects of the pic- 
uic to be the stimulation of friendship 
and. concord among the farmers and 
their families, and the education of 
the association in its aims and pro- 
gress. In calling upon Mr. Oliver to 
address the gathering, he referred to 
him as one than whom no one was 
more popular with the farmers, and 
one who had always faithfully iden- 
tified himself with their cause. 


The Minister of the Interior, 


Mr Oliver began by telling his hear 
ers that he was not a farmer, though 
he was raised on the farm. A man 
to be a good farmer had to be born 
a farmer. , There was a danger, said 
the Minister of the Interior, that 
farmers did not think enough © of 
themselves and the dignity of their 
calling. Gatherings like the preseit 
occasion were a good thing in that 
they fended to encourage esprit d’ 
corps among the farmers and impress 
them with the value of concerted ac- 
tion. The farming classes were the 
most important in the fabric of so- 
ciety, and should know their import- 
ance in the economy of the state, The 
farming industry was important be 
cause it produced wheat and cattle. 
It was great because it produced peo- 
ple. The farmer’s calling%as sur- 
rounded with those conditions and op- 
portunities which best suited the de- 
velopement of a sturdy moral life and 
a great people. 

“The farme fill the cities and make 
the country,’’ said the speaker. “And

i tering the Confederation by the 


if the farmers do not realize the op- 
portunities that farm life and indus- 
try make possible, we shall not have 
a great country. If there are no 
farms, there shall be no cities.” 

Mr. Oliver expressed his pleasure 
at meeting a number of the old tim- 
ers of Clover Bar, and so many of the 
newcomers who would have their part 
in developing this great country. He 
was proud, he said, of the growth of 
the district, which he had seen from 
start to finish, and eulogized the early 
settlers, to whose courage and energy 
so much was due. 

“The dew settlers we had in those 
days,”’ said Mr, Oliver, “eounted a 
great deal. Everyone weighed a ton.” 

In conclusion the Minister of the 
Interior declared the improvement'al- 
ready made in our magnificent cdfin- 
try was but a small fraction of what 
would undoubtedly come to pass in 
the growth and expansion of the na- 
tion. ~ 

The Member for Sturgeon. 

Mr. J. R. Boyle, M.P.?., for Stur 
geon, who had driven Hon. Mr. Oliv 
er to the pienic, was called upon, and 
introduced by Mr. Warner as one who 
had taken up the cause of the farm- 
ers, and was doing useful service in 
declaring in such a frank and clear 
manner his endorsation of the policy 
of the farmers’ organization in estab- 
lishing a packing house fo relieve the 
farmer from the pressure of the beef 
and pork monopoly. 

Mr. Boyle dwelt upon the work of 
the A. F. A., in pressing the cause of 
the farmer, and predicted the early 
union of the two farmers’ organiza- 
tions in this province. He referred to 
the great amount of constructive legis- 
lation that had been passed in the 
province during the last two years, 
and the development of the roads and 
bridges. No more loyal body of men 
were ever entrusted with the affairs 
of the people than the twenty-five 
members of the Alberta Legislature. 
In «a new province two things were 
important—the roads and education. 
Alberta and Saskatchewan were thé 
only two provinces where the govern 
ments were spending large sums for 
the building of the first roads of the 


country. ie contrasted this policy 
with that of the eastern provinces, 
where the burden of road _ building 


had been carried by the municipalit 
ies. That the Alberta government 
was able to adopt this policy was in 
a large measure due to the liberal 
terms granted the province upon en- 
Do 
minion Government, The liberal sub 
sidy provided by the Federal authori- 
ties enabled the provincial govern. 
ment to carry on this important wor’. 
Last year nearly half a million had 
been spent upon roads and bridges. 
This year the government had under 
taken the establishment of a provin- 
cial telephone system, and he hoped 
it would be but a short time until 
every farmer would have a telephone 
to his home. This year $200,000 had 
been taken out of current revenue, 
but in future money, he hoped,

TROOPS WILL PUT 
STOP TO STRIKE 


In Belfast. Among Striking Dock 
Laborers and Mutinous Pol- 
ice. A Unique Strike. 


Belfast, July 31—Troops still copn- 
tinue to peur into the city, empha- 
sizing the fact that the authorities are 
fully determined to grapple promptly 
with the rioting whether on the part 
of the striking dock laborers or the 
mutinous police who are demanding 
more pay because of the extra work 
the strike entails. The fourth bat- 
talion of the Middlesex regiment ar- 
rived today, bringing a maxim gun, 

A section of the Essex regiment will 
arrive early tomorrow morning mak- 
ing the military strength about 7,000 
men, This imposing display of force 
is producing a reassuring effect on 
the general public, which early in 
the trouble was somewhat panic- 
stricken. Important developments 
are expected August 2nd, on whieh 
day there will be a special parade of 


the disaffected police. The police 
have received communications from 
numerous stations throughout the 
country expressing sympathy with 


their movements and declaring in 
many eases a willingness on the part 
of the writers to lay down their arms 
and strike at a moment’s notice when 
like action is taken in Belfast.» The 
chamber of commerce today decided 
to memorialize the lord lieutenant of 
Ireland, the Karl of Aberdeen, regard- 
ing’ the situation. The terms of the 
memorial have not been disclosed but 
it is thought that it appeals for a pro- 
clamation declaring martial law. Pick- 
eting was resumed at the various 
wharves today and there were several 
instances of vehicles in chafge of dock 
carters being overturned, 
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ORE HANDLERS 
STRIKE IS OVER 


Men Vote to Return to Work on 
Same Conditions as When 
Strike was Called. 


Duluth, Minn, July 31.—Shortly 
before two o'clock thig afternoon 
thet ore dock workers who have been 
on a @trike for recognition of the 
union and a raise in pay, voted to 
return to work, Neither of the 
isswes raised by the men were grant- 
ed by the Weluth, Messabe and Nor- 
thern Railway, and the men will re- 
turn to work tomorrow  tcrning. 
‘Lueiy status will be the same as it 
was the day they voted to etrike. 
All of the employees will be taken 
back by the company, without pre- 
judice, and the pay they have been 
receiving under a verbal agreement 
with tlhe esomipany, which would not 
have expired until October 31 next 
will continue. 

The strike lasted about two and a 
half weeks and was one entirely free 
from any disorder whatever. There 


were numprous conferences of the 
strikers and at three of them a letter 
setting forth the position of the 
company was ‘read, The last was 


delivered to the men this morning. 
The railroad Officials adopted a 
kindly tone in this final letter, Stat- 
ing they were willing to treat with 
tueir men individually or by com 
mittee on an open shop basis, and 
the men realizing evidently that wn- 
eas they necepted the terms offered 
by the company they would not be 
able to get back their old jobs, voted 
to return to work. ‘Phe discussion 
over the letter was a long one, last- 


ing over two hours. The news of 
the ending of the dock strike was 
flashed to Eyeleth, Hibbing and 
Neshwauk, the three storm centers 
of the mining region, where trouble 
might originate, and the news was 


received there with rejoicing. Every- 
thing at these points were reported 
quiet, 

President W. J. Olicott. oA the 
Duluth, Messabe and Northern, said 
this afternoon he was greatly pleas- 
ed that the ore dock strike W over, 
He said that operations would be 
resumed tomorrow. It is likely that 
the men at two harbors will follow 
the lead of the men here, as they 
have always taken that course,

BIG INCREASE 


In Germany—6,856 Marriages Were 


Annulled Last Year. 


Berlin, July 31--The number of di- 
vorees in Prussia has increased rap- 
idly of lute years and is ctill augment- 
ing, according to the latest returns of 
the registrar’s department, which are 
complete to the end of last yeer, In 
1901 there were only 4,675 divorcees, 
whereas the last annual total was 6,- 
856. These were very unevenly dis- 
tributed, the more densely populated 
districts showing a far greater propor 
tion of dissolved marriages than the 
more sparsely inhabited sections 
Again the religious belief of the people 
seems to have also considerable ef- 
feet on their views as to the disrup- 
tion of the marriage tie, Protestants, 
according to the veturns, displaying 
greater readiness to seek divorce than 
Catholics, Taking the country as a 
whole, one divorce is granted to every 


one thousand marriages, 

however, who are overvhnelmingly 
Protestants, obtain one decree tor 
every 300 marriages; the Protestant 
provinees of Sehleswig Holstein and 
Brandenberg, one in 750; Saxony, 
Pomerania and East Prussia one in 
1,000; Hesse, Nassau, one in 1,100, 
and Hanover one in 1,400. On the

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TO LIMIT IMMIGRATION.

Ottawa, July 31—It is understood 
here that the Japanese government 
has under consideration the further 
limitation of Japanese emigration, and 
as a means to this end, in pursuance 
of its own national polic eleomes 
the proposed limitation of immigra- 
tion of Japanese into this country. 
The present arrangement is that not 
more than one passport per month 
would be issued for each of the forty 
districts of Japan to those wishing to 
emigrate to Canada. This number 
has not been reached, However, the 
difficulty was foreseen that Gio large 
Saneration to Canada from Hono- 
lulu includes Japanese who were Un. 
ited States citizens and over whom 
Japan has no control. To obviate 
this difficulty an arrangement will 
have to be made with the United 
States government,

CHRISTIANITY 


Says Rev. J. R. Campbell. Lon- 
don Preacher, of Socialism 
May Enter Politics. 


London, July 31.—The Rey. R. J. 
Campbell, a curious change in whose 
theological views 
sensation and offended a large section 
of his congregation, seems now inclin 
ed to enter the field of polities in the 
Socialist Labor interest. He was for 
mally invited to-day by the Labor 
party to contest the next vacancy in 
the parliamentary representation olf 
Cardiff, but he replied that he could 
not at the present moment say wheth 
er he would accept the proposal. 

Addressing a political meeting, just 
prior to this, Mr.’ Campbell declared 
his convictions jhat Socalism is the 
practically expréssion of Christianity 
as he understood it. The land ques 
tion he said was at the bottom of 
most of the social evils The first 
need of the people, he’ continued, was 
to get hold of land and to decrease 
the cost of transportation. He also 
strongly advocated secular education 
and turning the parson, whether 
church and chapel out of the sehools. 

“For,” said he, “‘the physical well- 
being of the children is far more im- 
portant than thelr religious instruc 
tons.”’ 

It is noteworthy thai during the war 
in South Africa, Mr. Campbell was a 
strong Imperialist, and aroused con 
siderable discussion by roundly de- 
nouncing the workingmen ag idle and 
worthless.

FELT AT THE MINES 


In the Pass District. Mines Working Only Half 


Time for Want of Cars. 


Recurrence of. 


Last Winter's Experience Predicted. 
With Shortage at Present what 
will it be when Wheat 


is Being 


Frank, Alta., Aug, 1—There begins 


to be promise of another coal famine 
the coming winter with the aeccom- 
panying possibility that the experi- 


ences of last winter may be repeated 
with even greater severity through- 
out the Northwest. The signs point- 
ing in that direction are to be found 
in the condition of the car supply. 
The car shortage commenced to make 
its recappearance over three weeks 
ago and has grown steadily worse un 
til for the past two weeks the mines 
of The Pass have been most seriously 
hampered, After all has been told 
concerning the causes which prodne- 
ed the coal shortage last winter, the 
lack of cars for the transportation 
of coal has been found to have been 
the chief factor, That being the case 
there can be no question that an- 
other coal famine is ahead of the 
Northwest unless salutary measures 
are allopted ,either by the railroads or 
the government. 

In view of the enormous increase in 
the consumption of coal and the fact 
that absolutely no provision against 
fuel want is being made, there is the 
gravest likelihood that the handicap 
that was put upon the country last 
winter may be turned this year into 
a national calamity if the necessary 
something is not done, 


The week before last the mines of 
the International company at Cole- 
man were idle three days for want 
of cars. They were again idle three 
day» Inst week and the same condi- 
tion obtains this week, Thus it will 
be seen that the largest coal pro- 


ducing concern in Alberta is working 
just half time.- The Canadian-Ameri 
ean company at Frank, during this 
time, has been working about three- 
quarters time and the West Canadian 
collieries with mines at Lille and 
Bellevue have worked searcely half 


time. These mines produce easily two 
thirds of all the coal mined in Al- 
berta.
